THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hooksett, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town hall 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


lst. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, 
Town Treasurer, and other necessary town officers and 
agents for the year ensuing. 


2d. To choosea Delegate to a Convention to revise 
the Constitution of the State, to be holden at Concord on 
the first Wednesday of June, A. D. 1918. 


3d. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, 
Board of Selectmen, Agents and Committees, or other 
Officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any 
vote relating thereto. ) 


4th. Toraisesuch sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of schools, for laying out and re- 
pairing highways and bridges, and other necessary 
charges arising in said town. 
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5th. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise on bonded debt. 


6th. Tochoose one Trustee for three years for the 
Public Library. 


7th. To choose one Trustee for three years to ad- 
minister the Cemetery Trust funds held by the town. 


8th. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways. 


9th. Tosee if the town will vote to receive bids for 
the collection of its taxes, and to award the contract to 
the lowest responsible bidder. 


10th. To seeif the town will vote to give a discount 
of two per cent (2%) on all taxes paid on or before the 
first day of July. 


lith. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money necessary to secure state and 
government aid to help in the white pine blister rust in 
town. 


12th. To see what action the town will take rela- 
tive to Highway Agents, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


13th. To see if the town will vote to build a new 
highway from the Londonderry Turnpike to the land of 
Joseph Biskup, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
money necessary to build the same, as petitioned for by 
Joseph Biskup and ten others. 


14th. Tosee if the town will vote to establish the 
following street lights, and raise and appropriate a sum 
of money annually for the maintenance of same: 
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One near Rollins Brook on Candia Road, as peti- 
tioned for by Moses R. Burbank and twelve others. 

One at corner of Stearns and Frances Avenues, and 
at corner of Stearns and Elmer Avenues, at Lincoln 
Park, as petitioned for by Joseph Labbee and 17 others. 


15th. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

REPORT SCHOOL BOARD 


It again becomes the duty of your School Board to 
make its annual report. We have endeavored to so 
conduct the affairs of the district as to result in the 
most good. Weadmit that mistakes have been made, 
but we trust that you will overlook our shortcomings 
and dwell on the good we may have done. 

At the last legislature a law was passed making the 
fiscal year to end on the thirty-first day of August. In 
view of this fact it will be necessary to raise more 
money than usual. The cost of everything entering into 
school work has goneup by leapsand bounds the same 
as in our own personal affairs, but the school work must 
be kept up at full speed, and to do this we must be lib- 
eral. The youth of today soon take our places, therefore 
let us not forget their education. °* 

At the close of the annual meeting the School Board 
met and organized with Albert F. Sanborn as chairman, 
and Clifton P. Sanborn as clerk. 

After alapse of a few years the School District 
voted at the last annual meeting to again adopt district 
supervision. Your Schooi Board voted to unite with 
Pennacook and thus form a supervisory district. The 
School Boards of the two districts met and organized 
and elected George W. Sumner as its Superintendent 
for three years. 

Clifton P. Sanborn has acted as Truant Officer for 
the past year. 
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The enumeration of the school children in Septem- 
ber last was conducted by Mrs. Annie M. Cate, who 
found the following:

At a special meeting last falla committee was 
chosen, consisting of the following: E. M. Straight, 
Hollis F. Towne and A. W. Prescott. This committee 
was to find a location for a new school house to replace 
the one now at No. 4, andto report at the next annual 
meeting. Through the courtesy of the State Board of 
Health we were again permitted to open the present 
school house by installing a toilet system, but gave us to 
understand that a new one must be built at once. 

Just before the schools were to open in the fall of 
1917, a petition was received from residents on the River 
Road asking that the school house at No. 8 be opened. 
Your committee could not see its way clear at that late 
date to do so, but referred them to the State Superin- 
tendent, who ordered that a hearing be held, which was 
done and resulted in the school being opened. 

The resignation of Dr. L. T. Togus as member of 
the School Board was received to take effect February 
15, 1918.

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REPORT OF 


Superintendent of Schools 


FEBRUARY 25, 1918. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Hooksett: 


It takes some time to become throughly acquainted 
with a new system of schools, —the strength and weak- 
ness of its teaching force, the peculiar needs of its 
children, the attitude of its homes, and the ideals of 
the community. 

I do not feel justified in using any extended space 
here in expressing my judgments, formed on so short | 
acquaintance with you. I will devote myself, for the 
most part, to the year that is to come. 

For most of us, whether private citizens or public 
officials, a conspicious problem for the coming year is 
the financial one. For the schools of New Hampshire 
this is emphatically true. The last legislature changed the 
time of ending the financial year from February 15 to 
August 31. At this annual meeting school districts must 
tax themselves for a half year schooling more than us- 
ual. Applied to Hooksett, thismeans that while usually 
we raise more money each yearsto support thirty-four 
weeks of schools, this year we must raise enough to 
support forty-nine weeks. 

It seems unfortunate that this one year of added 
burden should fall upon us in the midst of war, but so it 
is. Each community’s faith in“public school education, 


AN 


and its willingness to sacrifice for the training of the 
men and women of tomorrow is to be tested. 

I am forced to point out that to raise merely fifty 
per cent more school money than usual will not make it 
possible to maintain our past standard. Rising prices 
of supplies, and scarcity of teachers, make it essential 
that the expenditure per week must increase or quality 
must be lowered. 

The whole American people is studying to econo- 
mise. Weare beginning to waste less. Some of us are 
spending less for luxuries. | We shall economize more. 
And why? That we may winthe war? Yes, but also 
that during the war there may be enough of the real 
necessities to preserve the health and vigor of the peo- 
ple of those democracies for which the world is to be 
made safe. 

If any waste can be detected in the administration 
of our schools, it should certainly be stopped, but the 
schools themselves, and schools of an increasingty higher 
standard of efficiency, are a vital necessity in any democ- 
racy that would see, after the war, a national life at all 
worth the sacrifices which it has cost. 

The children of Hooksett, in my opinion, are worthy 
of as good schools and as strong teachers as any children 
anywhere. To bea worthy teacher of the young re- 
- quires a character of strength and beauty; a disposition 
gentle, but firm; a personality winning and worthy of 
our children’s copying; a breadth of view which 
can see the good in every race and every creed; a brain 
stored with accurate information, disciplined by study 
and trained to teach; a taste which appreciates some- 
thing of the beauties in music, painting, poetry and 
nature; the instincts of a mother and a nurse. 

Whether the parents of Hooksett are content to re- 
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quire of a teacher any less'than this, I have no means of 
knowing, but for myself, as a parent, I am dissatisfied 
and shall forever continue to be dissatisfied so long as I 
must place my children for so many hours, for so many 
days, during so many years, in charge of men and women 
of lower ideals orof a type of personality inferior to what. 
I have indicated. I am describing a superior type of 
womanhood, but if the child’s time is worth anything 
from his sixth to his sixteenth year, if it makes any 
difference what impressions are made on his mind and 
eharacter, during these ten plastic years, it is the poor- 
est kind of economy to put him in charge of anyone in- 
ferior to the best. 

Fortunately, in this type of woman the mereenary 
spirit is not the ruling passion; but this kind of a 
teacher is always hard to find, is now being attracted 
into war work, and like all her sisters in the profession, 
is finding that it costs more and more for living 
expenses. 

I would urge upon the citizens that if the schools of 
Hooksett are to do their full work for the community 
for the coming year, or if they are to maintain their 
present standards even, and be saved from serious de- 
terioration, generous financial provision must be made 
for their support. 

Iam convinced that it is the patriotic duty of school 
officials, in spite of this national crisis, and partly be- 
cause of it, to courageously present to the district an 
estimate adequate for all real needs. If we fail to do 
this, the responsibility for shortening our year or cheap- 
ening our schools will be upon our heads alone.
